REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1 - 14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in combination with the claimed 
elements, a contact assembly having a stalk with a shaft portion and a tip portion at an 
end of the shaft portion, and a contact arm extending from the shaft portion, the tip 
portion engaging an incline surface and the contact arm having contact and when the 
housing is rotated the stalk moves both vertically and laterally so that the contact comes 
into engagement with a printed circuit board. The prior art of Nagaya [US 5,200,584] 
does not disclose "a contact arm extending from the shaft portion," and "the housing 
having a stalk portion laterally moveable within the housing and having contact arm 
extending out of the housing." Goff et al. does disclose contact arm extending from the 
shaft portion, however, it would not be obvious to modify Nagaya and provide the 
contact arm extending from the shaft portion, as such modification would make the 
contacts 35b, 35c move along the axis of the housing and the contacts will not make 
proper contact with the contact tracings 33, 34, thereby making device in-operable.
